§102. Conditions for patentability; novelty and loaa of right to patent 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless-- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this uountry, or patented or described in a printed publication in thie 
or a foreign ujunlf y, before Hie invention Thereof hy the applicant for patent or 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale In this country, mom than one year prior to the date of tho application for patent in the United States, or 

(c) he has abandoned the Invention, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's certificate, by the 
appiloont or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior lo the date of the appHrsaTTon for patent 
in this country on an application for patent or inventor's car tificate filed more than twelve months* - before the Tiling 
of the application in the United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted un an application for patent by another filed in the Unitod States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for parent, or on an International application by another who hac 
fulfilled the requirements of paragraph* (1), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before tho invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or

made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall 

not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made 

(c) Subject matter developed by another person, which Qualified as prior art only under subsection (f) or (g) or 
section 102 of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this section where The subject matter and the 
claimed invention were, at the time Ihe invention was made, owned hy thfc same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment lu the same person.
